To Seek Cuu.se of Influenza 


Laboratory tests to determine if 
possible what virus causes influenza 
will be undertaken this week by 
bacteriologisits of the Health 
Department, working under the 
direction of Dr. William H. Park, 
head of the Bur«au of Laboratories, 
and Dr. W. C. Noble in charge of 
the laboratories of the Metroiiolitau 
Life InsuranceCompany. 

The tests, made possible by an 
additional gift of the .Metropolitan 
Life to a fund .set aside ten years 
ago for the study of influenza, have 
been prompted by an increase of 
that disease sii.ee January 1st. 

The experiment will be to deter¬ 
mine if the ordinary germs known to 
scientists, or germs still unknown, 
are [iresent in culture materials, 
which will be obtained from 
the comi)any’s [lersonnel under Dr. 
Noble’s direction. 

The success of test will depend 
on whether the germ causing the 
present nation-wide epidemic is 
filterable. If it is not filterable, an 
actual virus may be found and iso¬ 
lated. Kxjieriments in other epide¬ 
mics have indicated that the virus 
is filterable. 

But whether the influenza of this 
year and cases in previous years 
haveiieen caused by the same germs 
is not known. Similar tests are 
being undertaken by Dr. F'dwin 
Jordan at the University of Chicago, 
Dr. F'rost at Johns Ho|)kins and Dr. 
Milton J. Rosenan at Harvard. 

Meanwhile phvsicians and health 
officials throughout the nation are 
urging the public to ax'oid influenza 
bv iiracticing rules of health and 
incre.ising their resistance to cold 
germs. 

Most of these rules are embrace.! 
in a warning Dr. Shirley F Wvniu 
has issued: 

“W-ish your hands frequentlv, 
and always before eating. 

“.Avoid Using dishes and othei 
articles that have been used by 
those who have colds. 

“Beonvour guard when neat 
some one with a cold. 

Kec)) your body warm. I.tress 
according to the weather. 

“Keep your home and office " t il 
ventilatetl. Let in the sunshine and 
stay in it as much as possible.” 

.•\dvice to those who ha\'e colds, 
gri]! and influeiiza, is: 

“Don’t try tt> Walk itofT.’ 

_ Don’t ilfug yourself. 

Call a iloctor ami follow hi^ 
advice. 

Where [tossible, go home am: 
go to bed. 

Use onlv youi own toweK ami 
napkins. 

“Sterilize dishes by boiling aftet 
use. 

“Protect your face when cough- 
ii g or sneezing. 

’’Kee[) away frotn infants and 
children.” 

Other liealth rules issued recently 
by physicians at a session of the 
I’ublic liealth Service in Washing¬ 
ton include the following:— 

Avoid exi>osure, fatigue and any 
botlily e.xcess. 

“Obtain adequate slee[) (eight to 
ten bouts every night J willi windows j 
open, but under enough covering to 
keep warm. 

“Kat a moderate, mixed diet. 

“Partake freely at regular periotls 
of pure water (six or eight glasses 
daijy.) 

“Keel) crowds as far as 

possible, especially crowds in closed 
places. 

“Avoid the use of so-called pre¬ 
ventives. Y.iccines, sera and adver¬ 
tised preventives seem to be of no j 
value and may be harmful in ibis j 
disease.” 1 


Dr. Park, who recently helped 
perfect a refined concentrated serum 
which is helpful in the treatment of 
lobar pneumonia, explaineil the 
difficultv of distinguishing what is 
known as influenza from the ordi¬ 
nary cold. 

“What we call influenza,” he said, 
' ‘generally starts as a mild disease for 
the first three or four days with 
all the symptoms of the ordinary 
cold, prostration, a high fever and 
a ilecrease of white blood colls, 

“influenza in itself is a disease 
of only moderate intensity and ilura- 
tion, blit the danger is that other 
respiratory germs will attach them¬ 
selves to the infected [ibices.”
